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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 24, 
2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 24, 2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The Applicant argues that Chesley et al. does not meet the claimed 
limitations, specifically that Chesley does not possess electrical cables outside of the 
electrode pad package. However this limitation of the cables extending outside of the 
electrode package is not recited in the claims. 

Additionally, the claims 1, 4, 7, 12, and 36, recites an "electrical cable extending 
through the electrode pads", see figures 4and 5, and out through and "out through the 
electrode pad portion". By the virtue of the cables extending from the electrode pads, 
they necessarily extend out through the electrode pad portion to an electrical connector. 

The amendment further indicates that the electrical connector is outside the 
electrode pad portion. This is also demonstrated by Chesley et al. in figure 5. 
Therefore, the pending claims remain rejected under Chesley et al. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1, 4, 7, 12, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1, 4, 7, 12, and 36 do not 
positively recite a coupling means, electrical connector or connector port. They are 
merely inferentially included in the claim limitations. 

As to claim 6, it is unclear what the plate "is fixedly secured" to. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

As to claim 22, the claim inferentially includes a battery pack since it is not a 
positively recited limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claims 1-2, 6-8, 18, 29 and 36-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Chesley et al. (US Patent Publication 20030023274 A1). Chesley et al. 
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discloses a first panel and second panel that form the housing of the AED (automated 
external defibrillator). In addition, Chesley et al. discloses a slot or storage apartment 
20, formed from a plate and the housing, to store the AED electrodes assembly. The 
electrode assembly includes an electrode pad portion containing electrode pads and an 
electrical cable extending from the pads to an electrical connector. The electrical 
connector, seen in figure 4, is located outside the electrical pad portion and connects 
with the defibrillator electronics, as seen in figure 2. By the virtue of the cables 
extending from the electrode pads, they necessarily extend out through the electrode 
pad portion to an electrical connector. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made 
in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

1 . Claims 3-5, 9, 1 2, 1 5, 22 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chesley et al. (US Patent Publication 20030023274 A1). Chesley et 
al. discloses a first panel and second panel that form the housing of the AED 
(automated external defibrillator). In addition, Chesley et al. discloses a slot or storage 
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compartment 20, formed from a plate and the housing, to store the AED electrodes 
assembly. The electrode assembly includes an electrode pad portion containing 
electrode pads and an electrical cable extending from the pads to an electrical 
connector. 

As to claim 3, connecting the electrodes pad assembly to the connector port 
outside of the slot or volume, would obviously render only a portion of the electrode pad 
portion positioned in the volume. 

Additionally, as to claims 4-5, 9, 12, 15 and 38, Chesley et al. teaches the device 
substantially as claimed but fails to teach a holding device or groove exterior to the slot 
or volume. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include a groove or holding device in the exterior of the AED 
to retain the cable in order to provide the predictable results of ensure the cable does 
not get twisted or dislodged. 

As to claim 22, Chesley et al. teaches the device substantially as claimed but 
fails to teach a battery pack. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the AED of Chesley et al. to include 
a battery pack since such a modification would provide the predictable results of 
providing the defibrillation system with an additional, replaceable or rechargeable power 
source.
